"I have no fear of the result.

jury will be blind enough, no court un- 
fair enough, to carry this conspiracy to 
ultimate success.'.'

the date of his trial, rather than fur- 
nish bail for his release.

AN EXAMPLE 


Colonel Still Very Strong 
for Preparedness to 
Fight. 


Washinfrton 
Dec. 
20.—A 
paper 
by 
Theodore Eoosevclt on "Social Values 
and National 
Existence" 
furnished a 
theme for animated discussion 
today 
before the American Sociological asso 
ciation. 
It was read by>Prof. Edw. A 
Ross, of the University of Wisconsin, 
president of the society. 


"Infinitely the most important fact to 
remember in connection with the 'war 
arid militarism''in relations to moral and 
social values/ " 
wrote Mr. 
Roosevelt, 
"is that if an unscrupulous, warlike and 
militarretic nation is not held in check 
by the warlike ability of a neighboring 
non-militaristic and well behaved na- 
tion, then the latter will be spared the 
necessity of dealing with 'moral and so- 
cial values,' because it won't be al- 
lowed to deal with anything. 
It seemd 
to be positively comic to fail to appre- 
ciate, with the example of Belgium be- 
fore our eyes, that the real question 
which 
modern 
peace-loving 
nations 
have t^ face is not how the militaristic 
or warlike a8i>ect 
within 
their 
own 
borders will affect these 'values,' but 
how failure to resjst will affcct them.'' 
Mental CoQfuaion.^ 


Discussing the mental confusion of 
the average citizen, who thinks war In 
itself is wrong, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt wrote 
that war could be defined as force be- 
tween nations 
and 
the 
question of" 
whether it was right or wrong depended 
purely upon the purpose for which and 
the spirit in which it was waged. 


"There are, of course, persona who be- 
lieve .all force is immoral—that it is im- 
moral to resist wrongdoing by force." he 
added. "I have never taken much inter- 
est in individuals who profess that kind 
of morality and I do not know the ex- 
tent to which they practically apply it. 
But, or course, if they are right in tfee 
theory, then it is wrong for a man to 
endeavor by force tc save his children 
from abduction 
and torture. 
It is a 
waste of time to discuss' with any man 
a position of such folly, wickedness and 
poltroonery.

WhAt War Made Possible. 


"The Sociological society 
meets 
at 
Washington this year," continued the 
paper, "only because 
the 
man 
after 
whom the city was named was tvilling 
to go to war. 
If he and his associates 
had not gone to war there would have 
been no possibility of discussing 'social, 
values' in the United States for the rea- 
son that there would have been no Uni- 
ted States. If Lincohi had not been will- 
ing to go to war, to appeal to the sword, 
to introduce militarism on a tremendous 
scale throughout the United States, the 
sociologiots who will listen to this paper 
if they existed at all would not be con- 
sidering the social values enumerai^d 
above the social value of slavery."

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Mr. Adair^s Candidacy 


Congressman Jolm A. M. Adair, of Portland, who is seeking the 
democratic nomination for governor of Indiana, took occasion in an 
address just delivered at Muncie to flatly refute charges made by the 
opposition press that he is the '"'machine" candidate for the position. 
'M am not the candidate of any one man or set of men," declared Mr, 
Adair. 


Hear him further: "I am a candidate because I want to be gov- 
ernor of Indiana and bccause I believed, after going over most of the 
state, tliat tliere was sufficient demand for my nomination among 
the rank and file of our party to warrant my candidacy. I expect to 
bo nominated and elected, and, if ] am, I will endeavor to give the 
people a gootl, dean business administration. If 1 am your governor, 
the laws will be enforced to the letter. No one who has followed my 
course in congress will cliargc that I have ever been owned or eon- 
trollxid by any man or that 1 was the tool of any interest. 1 believe 
in honesty in i)()iiti('s as well as honesty in business, and if I cannot 
be fairl\' elected and go into office free to discharge my duty as I 
see il, wearing no mans collar, and if 1 cannot enter the office in this 
way, 1 do not care to be your governor." 


Mr. Adair's expression is both timely and excellent, and his 
enunciation constitutes a personal platfonn that does him credit and 
is likely to win him popular fabor. That there has developed some 
opposition to Mr. Adair within the ranks of his own party has been 
made plainly evident during the past few weeks by the reputed con- 
ferences of what have been termed "independent"' democrats and 
their efforts to bring out other candidates. Mr. Adair has been criti- 
cized as a "trimmer," who sought to evade definite expression on 
certain issues just now much before the people. Among them are 
the questions of prohibition, woman suffrage, and constitutional re- 
vision for Indiana. It is not to be expected that the candidate will 
write the platform for his party, but in the interest of frankness, the 
people have come to desire an understaxiding of the personal convic- 
tions and inclinations of a candidate as well as the enunciated plat- 
form of his party on which he is to make the race. There can be no 
questioning Mr. Adair's high standing, his capability and his strong 
personal popularity. In his Muncie address he has done well in re- 
futing the charges i)f "machine" candidacy and pledging a clean, 
business administration and an enforcement of the law to the letter^ 
He has the opportunity to still further confound his critics by an un- 
equivocal declaration of his position on sonfe of the other specific is- 
sues.

prejudice to the jitney, although it is 
evident that regulation appears to be 
necessary. 
The Atlantic 
C ity 
^>nore 
railroad'has suffered. 
During the five 
years preceding. 1915 the com pan vV 
net profit aggregated $200,000. 
For 
the current 
year 
its gross roceipirt 
were cut $100,000, so that it found a 
deiicit of- $80,000 al the close of its 
fiscal period. 
Tliia forced on a receiv- 
ership, under which management 
the 
road is now being operated. 


Atlantic C'ity is governed by a com- 
mission. 
According to the Public. Ser- 
vice Journal, the city authorities were 
in no way disturbed when the jitneys 
appeared in large numbers. 
The com- 
petition was continuous, and the pectil- 
iar position of Atlantic City as a re- 
sort attracted patrons for the jitneys. 
For some reason or other the motor 
car appealed strongly to the vacation- 
ists. 
The slump in street car tralbc 
was enormous. 
According to the paper 
quoted, the "leading citizens'' 
became 
alarmed. 
The • chaud)er of commen e, 
the oHtel Men's association and the lo- 
cal Rotary

"The rommission," said

journal. ".'?aid that while there could b.' 
no doubt that the trolley comjiany had 
been losing money heavily since the ad- 
vent of the jitney, it was simply fac- 
ing a

thai, had confronted 
every 
means 
of 
transportation since 
history began.'' 


Utility interest.=i in Indiana and else- 
where h'avo attacked the jitney through 
courls. 
In New York state regula- 
tion of the jitney—which means recog- 
nition as a transportation system—has 
been devised. 
The plan safeguards the 
interests of the city and protects the 
jitney 
passengers 
in case of accident. 
The experience in Atlantic C'ity prob- 
ably illustrates tiie extreme distrust, in 
which a public utility is held. 
^luch 
is made of the fact that the Atlantic 
Ciiy railway contributed thousands of 
dollars 
in 
taxes and 
improvements, 
which is doubtless true. 
How much 
Ihe company contributed to general dis- 
satisfaction through lax service and in 
other Ways is not known. 
Possibly 
this had something to do with the com- 
mission's hardness of heart.

Estât« for $20,000 on Notes That

notes of $10,000 each.

Bloom and Phil McNagny, of Columbia 
City, and Attorney P. V. Huffman, of 
Auburn, while the plaintiff is represent- 
ed by Gates & Whiteleather, of Colum- 
bia City; Breen 
& 
IMorris, 
of 
Fort 
Wayne, and Attorney Atkinson, of Au- 
burn. 
The suit is for the collection of 
two notes, for $10,000 each, which were 
issued on September 26, 1912, one being 
made payable to Mr. Gandy anà 
the 
other being made payable to Mr. Ort. 
One was to run for six months and the 
other for one year, and they were made 
to secure loans made to Mr. Brown at 
that time. 
Valorrius Brown died Jan- 
25, 1913, and one of the notes came due 
sl.ortly afterwards. 
Mr. McNagny paid 
$1,000 on account before he had seen the 
notes and then he asked to see the notes. 
He subsequently refused to pay them, 
on the ground, bo it i» alleged, that they 
l;ad been raised from $1,000 to $10,000 
each.

ShoAV the child the letters; let him 
reproduce them and arrange them in 
words; then compare them to the let- 
ters and words on the printed page of 
nursery books and the characters of the 
alphabet are indelibly impressed. 


Begin by transcribing the simple fairl- 
and animal stories, like Peter Rabbit 
and others that Avill suggest themselves. 


This idea originated as part of my 
Natural Education method. 


If I had my way I would bum all 
spellers and school grammars, and al- 
lowing the children to gain a knowledge 
of orthography by copying poems and 
stories on the typewriter. 


And a command 
of 
good English 
comes by correction 
of each mistake 
made and an explanation of the fault, 


much more readily than by (Hagratn- 
ing on blackboards and the learning 
of a lot of rules seldom applied. 


There is but one natural Avay to learn 
an,v language, and that is by the direct 
method of training the ear, rather than 
the eyo. 
'J All languages should be taught, at 
least the foundation, before the child 
has reached the age of 12. That is the 
end of the memory period. It begins to 
close at 12, the periofl of adolescence, to 
be succeeded by the period of reason. 


Do not attempt to cram children with 
too many 
langiiages. 
I taught my 
daughter \yniifred many 
languages. 
Put 
r Avould not do that if I Avere to 
do again. 
I was proud of her, and 
mother-like, 
trj'ing 
to 
"show-ofT' 
through my girl. 


I would advise parents to teach their 
children their native language, say Ger- 
man, or French, or English, and Es- 
peranto, the xmiversal language, in ad- 
dition. 
Tlius, each child would have 
its native or national language, and a 
tongue that would permit them to con- 
verse with all others as soon as Es- 
peranto is universally employed. 


ou cannot begin too j-^oung to teach 
children languages, by the natural oral 
method, and' you cannot begin too early 
to let them use the typewriter to leam 
their letters and word construction.

Ago Has Appealed to Police ot 
Every City in the United 
States and as a Result Has 
Received Scores of False 
Clews, Some of 
Them 
Being 
T h r e a t s from 
Supposed Kid- 
napers. 


« T H A T Is your peace of mind worth to you? 
^ 
Mrs. Minnie Silverman of 2108 Market 
street values tier's at |2000. 
Her eon, Jacob, 
IB years old, mysteriously 
disappeared 
Sep- 
tember 5. 1914. 
Since that time she has not 
had a moment of peace. 


Heartbroken, Mrs. Silverman tamed heaven 
and earth In her efforts to find her missing 
boy. 
The police of every dty In the United 
States were appealed to In 'vatn. 
Private de- 
tective agencies In all parts of the country also 
Joined in the search. 
Tho distracted mother 
•pent In the search hundreds of dollars that 
the family could 111 spare. 
But her efforts 
were In-'vain. 
The earth appeared to have 
opened and swallowed the child. 
Not a trace 
of him has been found since he vimlshed in the 
Union Station. 


Time and again Mrs. Silverman's hopes were 
raised by reports of the finding of her son, but 
her joy was short-lived, as the reports proved 
groundless. 
Again and again she^was called 
from her little dry goods store to Identify bod- 
ies of boys found dead In various parts of the 
country, but none proved to be that of her 
son. 


Her husband, M. L. Silverman, has been par- 
alyzed for thirteen years, and the burden of 
the long search fell upon her and her other 
children. 


Lured by the mother's offers of rewards, the 
police in other cities were overzealous in their 
search for the missing boy and their false re- 
ports added to her mental torture. 


Thoughtless 
persons 
in 
their 
well-meant 
efforts to aid her burdened her with false clews 
and theories, which exploded on Investigation. 


To add to her worries, another son, Abra- 
ham, suffered a nervous breakdown, as a re- 
sult of the strain. But the mother never ceased 
Jn her quest for the missing loved one. 


For days after the boy's disappearance • th« 
mother ate hardly enough to keep body and 
soul 
together. 
Day 
after 
day, 
with 
heavy 
heart, she stood in the little store selling dry 
goods and seeking to solve the mystery. 
The 
mere mention of the boy's name brings tear* 
to her eyes. 
There ar« other chldlren, 
but 
Jacob was the youngest. 


At night she slept llttla, her rest being Inter- 
rupted by dreams of her missing boy, who had 
•lept by her side since he -was a baby. 
Until 
his disappearance he had not spent a night 
4,way from her in his life. 


As the days rolled by with no word from the 
key, the mother gradually gave up hope of 
ifVer seeing him again. 
Long since she has 
l^ecome convinced that^he Is dead, but the un- 
certainty Is maddening. 
She has offered a re- 
Ward of 12000 for the. boy or information re- 
garding his whereabouts. 
She is willing to pay 
that amount to know. If the boy is dead, where 
his body lies. 


She lias received dozens of letters from those 
who always are ready to prey upon the mis- 
fortunes of others, and who claimed to have 
kidnaped the boy. 
She Is convinced that they 
Were Impostors who hoped to obtain 
money 
from her on the pretext that they would re- 
turn her son, while In reality they did not know 
hi.s whereabouts. 


. The boy's disappearance Is as much a mys- 
tery today as It was the day 
he 
vanlahed. 
Since that Saturday afternoon In the summer 
when he left home to play with other boys In 
the neighborhood not a trace of him has been 
lound. 


Mrs. Silverman's store Is only a block from 
the Union Station, and It was In the station 
;hat her son was seen last by one of his play- 
nates. 
His chum asked him what he was do- 
ing at the station, and Jacob • replied that he 
was waiting for a man who had promised to 
give him a dollar to go to Valley Park to get 
•ome pigeons. 


From this fact the family has reached the 
conclusion that Jacob was lured away by some 
one who knew him and knew his love for' 
-pigeons. 
He kept a pigeon at his mother's 


store which he had found in an alley. 
The 
bird had a broken leg and he took it home and 
nursed It until the fracture healed. 


Another fact which convinced the family that 
the boy was lured awayi was the fact that he 
had been In the store early in the afternoon 
and asked for his mother. 
She was downtown 
on business, and he went out without saying 
where he was going. 
It is thought that he 
came In to ask his mother's permission to go 
to Valley Park, as he never had gone any- 
where without her permission. 


Mrs. Silverman is convinced that 
her son 
did not leave home of his own accord, but the 
motive of those who took him away she is un- 
able to fathom. 
If the boy had intended to run 


made to the building. 


He had written to his sister, Doris, who then 
was In New York, asking her advice regarding 
the course he should take, and she had out- 
lined the course for him. 


When he left home he wore a blue shirt, blue 
trousers, 
black shoes 
and stockings 
and a 
brown cap. 
He was dressed just as the other 
boys in the neighborhood. 
The man or men 
who lured him away picked an ideal day for 
their ptrpose. 
It was the 
Saturday 
before 
Labor Day and the Union Station was crowded, 
making It difficult to trace anyone. 


Wiien the boy did not come home in the eve- 
ning his mother thought little of it, believing 
that he might have gone a picture show. How- 
ever, when he failed to show up at 11 o'clock 
she began to be worried. 
She routed out his 
playmates in the neighborhood to find out where

SILVERMAN 


as the family has been able to learn. 


He had a little bank of his own at home, but 
this money was untouched. It still Is untouched. 
Hia mother Is keeping It Intaot for him, hoping 
against hope that some day he may return to 
claim I t 
Money kept in his mother's store was 
accessible to him. but he took none of It with 
him at the time of his departure. 
He also 
had made a deposit for his mother in tho Union 
Station Bank the day he disappeared. 


The boy Just had graduated from grammar 
school the summer he disappeared and had 
made 
elaborate 
plans 
for 
entering 
Central 
High School, which was late In opening that 
year on account of repairs that were being 


he had gone. 
She learned from one of them 
that he had been seen last in the Union Station. 


It was midnight when she reported the matter 
to the police, but they were unable to trace 
the missing child. 


It was three weeks later that the mother re- 
ceived a letter signed Ben, the postmark of 
which showed that it had been mailed at the 
Central Post Office. 


The writer said that he had her boy and 
demanded |1500 for his return. 
He instructed 
^ the mother to have the money In the store 
wrapped as If It were a bundle of underwear. 
He said he would call for the money and Jacob 
would be returned three hours later. 


Thinking only of her boy, the mother cared 
little for catching the kidnaper. 
She obt£),ined 
tho money and followed the directions given tn 
the letter, letting the writer know.by a per- 
sonal ;n the newspapers that the arrangements 
were satisfactory. 
But the writer never c.alled. 


Later she received another letter saying tiiat 
the writer feared to call for the money as there 
were too many police and detectlvcs around. 
As a matter of fact Mrs. Silverman hail told 
the police nothing of the an;angemcnt. 
In the 
meantime, by means of personals in tlie news- 
papers she had demanded that those who were 
holding her son send her a sample of his hand- 
writing as proof that they really bad her boy. 
Jjottors from two others claiming to have the 
hoy had been received in the meantime. 


On October 15, 1914, Mrs. Silverman received 
tho following letter from the original writer. 


We cannot risk the chanc to show you 
proof & we wont try it. You must give up 
1500 dollars first & we will tell you. put the 
money in a suit of underwear & put the 
name Mr. Miller on the package. 
We will 
sand a man to your store ^o get the pack- 
age. 
dent ask the man anything i ^ r tell 
him nothing, if you tell the police this time 
we will kill Jakey as soon as we know it. 
The police cant help you any. 
get money 
' ready, we will let you know when the man 
will call for It. If you agree to this paste a 
small piece of white paper on your front 
window, near the bottom. This Is your last 
' chance to see Jakey again, he will get home 


at 7 o'clock in evening that you deliver the 
money to the man we send for it. don't 
mention this to anyone, make the pack- 
age look like a suit of underwear wrapped 
up.

airs. Silverman continued to get similar let- 
ters from the same man until last April. 
As 
he continued to refuse proof that he had tho 
boy and appeared to be afraid to call for the 
money, she became convinced that he did not 
have her son. 


Time and time again she followed out his 
directions regarding the money, but he never 
appeared to claim it. 


One boy was arrested in .\.riMiui, as his de- 
scription answered the descriptiOB of the Sil- 
verman boy. 
He had been to San Francisco 
and was going East, stealing rides on freight, 
trains. 
He promptly admitted that he was 
Jacob Silverman, hoping that he would be given 
free transportation 
as far as St. Loui^ 
It 
soon developed that he was not the boy sought. 


Another boy was arrested In Southport, N. C. 
The police there were positive that they had 
the Silverman boy, but they were mistaken.

sat there on the street comer with me

"Frank Flint, our 
old catcher, who 
caught for nineteen years, drew .$'i,200 
.1 year on an average. 
I've seen Frank 
Flint sleeping on a table in a stale beer 
joint, and I've turned my pockets in- 
side out, and said, 'You're welcome to 
it, old pal.'

START EARLY TO SAFEGUARD 
HEALTH IN MIDDLE AGE 


MIDDLE AGE 


Medical men and sanitarians 
derive 
more comfort from stt^dying the death 
rates - and ' vital 
statistics 
relating 
to infancy, adoles- 
cence 
and 
early 
adult 
life 
than 
from those show- 
ing the trend of 
mortality in mid- 
dle life 
and 
old 
age, declares 
Dr. 
E. L. Fisk, director of hygiene of the 
Life Kxtension institute, New Y'ork. 


In 
the earlier periods of 
life, tre- 
mendous gains in vitality 
have been 
made in the 
past 
quarter 
century. 
Trench after trench has been taken from 
such malignant enemies of 
childhood 
end youth as diphtheria, diarrheal dis- 
eases, typhoid 
fever, tuberculosis 
and 
even pneumonia, long a stubborn 
fighter. 
The lines of these foes' have been stead- 
ily pushed backward, and their 
ulti- 
mate control seems probable. 


From full maturity to old age, death 
is chiefly caused by the breaking down 
or wearing out of the 
vital organs. 
Heart 
disease, 
aiio{>lexy. 
paralysis, 
Bright's disease of the kidney, and can- 
cer, are the enemies of middle life and 
old age. 
It is well knov/u that cancer is 
heavily on the increase, but not so well 
known that the death rate from dis- 
eases of the heart, blood vessels and 
kidneys has practically doubled in this 
country diffing the past thirty years, 
Awhile in Great Britain there has ac- 
tually been a slightly reduced mortality 
from these causes. 


In ini3, between the ages ctf 30 to 80. 
there were 85,000 deaths in the United 
States registration area from these do- 
geherative affections, exclusive of cancer. 


This means that for the country at 
large there is an annual loss of more 
than 130,000 citizens in the prime of 
life. 


Tliat most of these deaths were pre- 
mature and that 50 per cent, of them 
could have been postponed many years 


by early warning and guidance is 
• 
conservative 
estimate. 


Against this class of diseases, modem 
science has as yet waged no syrtematie 
and persistent warfare. 
The lines 
of 
attack arc not so simple and direct aa 
in the infectious and epidemic maladies^ 
We 
cannot 
vaccinate 
an 
individual 
against heart disease, thickening of the 
blood 
vessels, or 
kidney 
trouble. 
To 
protect a man against theso maladies, 
we must study his personal needs, and 
perhaps remodel his whole existence. 


Nevertheless, distinct gains can "be 
made in combating these maladies by 
following certain broad general 
prin* 
ciples.

TEETH AND HEALTfl 


If 
people 
would really keep 
thtir 
teeth clean and have t h « n 
examined 
regularly by a dentist twice a year then 
the.v would have little trouUe. from 
their teeth. 
But most people only keep 
their teeth half clean and wcmt go to a 
dentist imtil toothache drives them and 
so their teeth decay and although most 
people don't realize this their, general 
health is seriously impaired. 


The moat serious result of negleet of 
one's teeth is a disease called pyorrhoea 
—^which causes the 
teeth to 
beooma 
loosened from the gums, which are in- 
flamed and sore. Unless treated in time 
people suffering from this disease wiU 
lose their teeth entirely. 


People afflicted with this diseasa also 
suffer from stomach trouble, for their 
gums and teeth are so sore that 
t o 
chew the food well is practieslly im- 
possible. 
Added to this the s y s t ^ is 
apt to bo more or less poisoned by the 
discharges from the inflamed ^niiM. 


By having the 
teeth examined 
fre- 
quently the dentist can dctect s^ns of 
pyorrhoea in time to treat the teeth 
and gums and to check the disease, ^ t 
where pyorrhoea is allowed to go ne- 
glected imtil it has reached an ad- 
vanced stage then it is curable only by 
the excrdse of mudi fortitude and pa- 
tience. 


Tlie New Year opens to us a new book 
on earthly life, with 365 pages of snowy 
white on which we are to make our 
daily entries of thought, feeling and 
practice.

The "Stitch In Time" 


Plan to Repair All of the Baildings, 
Machinery, and Equipment Dur 
ing the Winter Months. 


So long as grood weather continues 
to ¡h« fall most f a r m e r s axe so busy 
with threshing, corn and potato h a r - 
vest, fall seeding, haulingr, etc., that 
less important work is usually post- 
poned until winter. 
However, t h e ex- 
crcise of a little thought and t h e ex- 
penditure of a very few minutes a t 
this season will often save not only 
hours but 
days 
later 
on when 
the 
weather and roads get bad and out- 
door work Is Impossible. 


Then the odd .lobs of 
orerhauling 
the f a r m equipment, repairing, paint- 
ing, etc.,, which 
have been 
put off 
until a slack season, will require at- 
tention; 
but all too often t h e neces- 
sary materials ^vill not bo on 
hand, 
and the work will be delayed until it 
Is possible to m a k e a trip to town, 
and not Infrequently It remains 
un- 
done until the busy season the follow- 
ing year, when necessity demands :t. 


A list ahould be m a d e of the thing« 
t h a t will be wanted f o r this work. 
It 
will only t a k e a few minutes to Jot 
t h e m 
down as they are brought 
to 
mind, and then on the next trip to 
town they m a y be bought and 
set 
aside so they will be ready when want- 
ad. 
The condition of the different ma- 
chines which will, or should be. over- 
hauled, should be noted, and the parts 
which will need to be replaced 
pur- 
chased. 
Then there are the odd jobs 
of repairing buildings, fences, gates, 
•to., which will require lumber 
and 
natla. 
Thar* Is no need to m a k e an 
«atra trip for t h e m 
when 
wanted; 
they mfty be brought home the next 
time a load is taken to town. 
Llke- 
wla* the lumber 
and 
h a r d w a r e 
f o r 
the cm»II Jobs of construction 
which 
•hoQld ba done before spring. 
Also 
the palnta; oils, putty, and 
brushes 
Tsrhleh will be required in painting the 
varlotia 
farm 
wagon«, 
implements, 
inside woodwork, furniture, etc., and, 
above all, the xfecessary materials for 
t h e 
improvements 
planned 
f o r 
the 
house should be obtained, so that they 
<a,n be completed this winter and not 
have to wait another year. 


Bveryone knows hovr* m u c h 
more 
satisfactory it Is to have the necessary 
equipment ready to perform a piece of 
work when an opportunity 
presents, 
than to get started on it and then find 
that it will have to be postponed until 
a trip can be made to town, which, 
even if the roads are good, and t h e 
trip can be m a d e at once, means a 
loss of time and added expense.

is astonishing how much can be ac- 
complished on rainy days or 
during 
slack times, when the tools and m a - 
teriAls are at hand. 


THE GROWING APPREaATION OF THE VALUE OF BUR aOVER 
1 


Bur Clover Adds Nitrogen and Humus to the Soil—!s a Good Forage and Winter Cover Crop for the South Especially. 


By C. PIPER AND R. McKEB. 


B u r clovers aro 
valuable 
agricul- 
turally in those states where the win- 
ters are mild enough for t h e m to with- 
stand 
them. 
In 
the 
United 
States 
this embraces the cotton growing area 
of the south and -all of the Pacific 
coast west of the Cascade and Sierra 
Nevada mountain ranges. 


The value of bur clover as a forage 
crop is becoming more appreciated in 
sections where the winters a r e mild, 
according 
to a 
new 
bulletin 
Issued 
recently. 
E a c h year it can be 
de- 
pended upon to add h u m u s and ni- 
trogen to the soil without sacrificing 
the regular s u m m e r crop of the farm. 
In the South it is tha cheapest legume 
t h a t serves as a winter cover 
crop, 
preventing the washing of the 
soil. 
In addition to its value for this pur- 
pose, it furnishes some pasturage and 
improves the soil. 
By the use of bur 
clover alone many instances are re- 
ported where the cotton crop has been 
materially increased each season. One 
of the advantages of bur clover over 
most other legumes is the fact that 
good 
stands can 
often be 
obtained 
f r o m year to year without additional 
seeding. 
On pasture lands when once 
established bur clover will reseed it- 
self indefinitely. 


The spotted or southern bur clover 
is tha varietj' best adapted to condi- 
tions In the South and gives satisfac- 
tory results in South Carolina, 
Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
and sections of Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, 
Florida, 
Texas, 
Arkansas, 
and 
Oklahoma- 


B u r clover should always be sown 
in late s u m m e r or iall. 
In the cot- 
ton states the best time for seeding 
is the month of September, but it may 
be seeded in August, and secdings a? 
late as December often give favorable 
results, even as far north as 
South 
Carolina. 
I^ato 
seeding«, 
however, 
are to be avoided whenever possible, 
as but littli- fall and winter 
growth 
is secured from such plantings. 


Hulled seed may be sown by a grain 
drill with a prps;^-whf>el 
attachment 
or by any 
method 
of 
broadcasting, 
using about 
15 pounds of seed 
per 
acre. 
A firm seed bed i."? desirable, 
and 
espe<"ial 
earn 
should 
be 
taken 
to cover the seed thinly. 
Under most 
conditions broadcasting will be found 
most satisfactory, but the seed should 
be 
covered 
with 
a 
light 
harrow. 


Where moisture conditions are entire- 
ly favorable, good stands have fre- 
quently been obtained by merely scat- 
tering the seed on the surface; 
but 
whenever 
practicabi« the 
harrowing 
is recommended. 


W h e n the seed is sown In the bur, 
broadcasting is t h e only practicablij 
method. 
To obtain a full stand 
by 
this method, f r o m 3 to 6 bushels of 
seed per acre are necessary, followed 
by a harrowing. 


In the regions, however, which are 
well adapted to bur «lover, it is much 
more economical as a rule to begin 
with a light seeding and to depend in

method or, in the absence of inocu- 
lated soil, by the use of pure cultures. 
When once a patch of bur clover has 
been grown successfully on a 
f a r m

The soil-transfer method is the sur- 
est known way to secure the inocula- 
tion of any legume. 
The soil should 
be taken f r o m a spot where bur clov. r 
is growing successfully or f r o m

500 pounds per 
aerc. 
The 
spreading is best done on a 
cloudy 
da.v. as bright sunshine is destructive 
to the bacteria. 
If spread in .sun.shiny 
weather immediate harrowing is im- 


portant. 
Care should always be taken 
to secure soil free f r o m troublesome 
weeds or diseases. 


On account of the expense involved 
It is seldom advisable to get 
large 
quantities of soil f r o m a distance. 
It 
Is better to sow but a small 
patch 
the 
first 
year, 
which, 
if 
successful, 
will suppl.v abundant soil to use 
as 
Inoculation for more extensive plant- 
ings.

Damage By White Anb 


Oak Parquet Flooring Honeje«mbt4 
by the Insects—How Attacks 
May be Prevented. 


A typical case of the serious dam*, 
ago worked by white ants 'wma 
^ 
cently reported In a tailoring estab« 
lishment in Washington. D. C. A par. 
quet 
floojing 
was found each yaar t® 
ba honeycombed 
to such an 
axtant 
as to necessitate the repair of 
t h a 
damaged aactions, at conalderabla «*- 
pens«. 
Examination 
by a apaciallat 
showed 
t h a t about one-half 
of 
th* 
flooring 
was invadad. Thla -wma takaa 
up and it was found that tha oak par- 
quet floor had been laid over a yellow 
pine subfloor (separated by bulldln« 
paper), tha latter dlreotly on yellow 
pine "stringera" set on conerate laid 
on the ground, and the apaees betwean 
the 
stringera 
flllad 
with 
eonerataw 
leaving no air space between ground 
and 
flooring. 
Although the space be- 
tween the flooring waa thus completely 
filled up. the termites managed to pen- 
etrate it, probably through cracka In 
the concrete near the pine stringers, 
w^ich were found d a m p and decayed. 
The pine and oak flooring aa well as 
the baseboards 
were 
found 
honey- 
combed. 
A large colony, conaiatlnfl 
of approximately 10,000 members.wa« 
located in the 
flooring 
and the earth 
beneath it. 


As the infested floor was taken up, 
the 
insects 
exposed 
were killed 
by 
drenching with kerosene oil. The con- 
crete had to be dug out, the decayed 
stringers 
removed, 
and 
the 
earth 
soaked 
with 
kerosene 
In order 
to 
reach the colony and insure Its ex« 
tirpation. 
The infested wood was re- 
moved to be burned, because previous 
experience has shown that drenchlnfl 
Infested wood with kerosene doea not 
kill nil the termites in it. 


With a view to preventing relnfes» 
tation. yellow pine stringers impreg- 
nated with coal-tar creosote, demon- 
strated to be the most effective and 
lasting preventive against termite at- 
tack, were obtained (at a cost of about 
$1,00. Including the freight), to 
re- 
place those removed. 
Concrete was 
laid, these treated 
stringers 
placed, 
and an air space two feet high was 
left between ground and 
flooring. 
Fl« 
nally, the underside of the flooring re- 
ceived a brush treatment with coal- 
tar creosote. 


The total damage in this caae, an« 
tlrely due to the work of the termltei^ 
amounts to approximately Sl.OOO. This 
is but one of many aimllar caaea in 
various parts of the country, 
many 
of them due to the laying of untreat.« 
ed stringers directly on the ground o i 
In motet concrete. 


DRAINAGE OF LAND MEANS CROP INCREASE 


A series of verj-- interesting experi- 
ments in crop rotation were mad© sev- 
eral years ago In Wisconsin, fo deter- 
mine the value of drainage. 
The fol- 
lowing plan waa adopted: 


In the fall of 1910 a field eontaln- 
Ing a little less than six acres 
was 
tiled.

ural drainage, was used aa a check on 


the tiled land. 
Exactly the .same kind 
of crops were grown, and the 
same 
treatment was given to the two 
fields 
so far 
as 
possible. 
Surface 
drains 
were 
provided 
in both 
cases. 
This 
land, both tiled and untiled, had been 
in meadow for ten or twelve years and 
r^onsequentlj^ was In a poor state of 
fertilit.v. 
This was especially true of 
the higher and better drained parts. 


The 
effect 
of 
draining 
was 
ver>- 
marked 
In 
1911. 
due 
principally 
to 
the 
fact; 
that 
the 
tiled 
land 
eould bo worked considerably earlier 
in the spring. 
The differences ranged 
f r o m 25 to 100 per cent in favor of the 
tiled land. 
Tn 1912 the effect of til- 
ing was not quite so marked, as the 
dry weather of that year 
permitted 
of 
better 
drainage 
on 
the 
untiled 
land. 
The laterals were placed about 
70 feet apart, and were not laid in 
regular order, but more In the order 
of what is sometimes called the "nat- 
ural" system of tiling. 
The depth var- 
ied f r o m 1.8 feet to 3.5 feet. 


On this land a four year rotation 
was established 
as follows: 
Clover, 
one year; 
mixed ha.v. one year; 
cul- 
tivated crops, one year; 
and 
small 
grain seeded to clover, one year. 
The 
results 
showed 
an 
increase 
in 
all 
crops. The greatest ii^crease, however, 
being shown in the cultivated crops. 
The average value of increase for the 
cultivated crops was $14.07, and for 
the grain crops $2.84. 


For 
raising 
truck 
crops 
on 
land 
near a city it is especially desirable 
to tile. 
This will apply to such crops 
as potatoes, sweet corn, cabbage, rut- 
abages, 
strawberries 
and 
the 
like. 
Where potatoes are raised, more than 
half the cost of the tiling will be re- 
covered In one season. 


ATTENTION TO DETAILS MAKES BUTCHERING EASY 


A Well-Selected Butchering Outfit and a Convenient Place for Working, Are Very Important Considerations at 
Hog-Killing Time; A Few Suggestions That Will Help Simplify the Work. 


XKEDS OF A GROWING OAI/F. 


A growing 
animal 
needs a 
large 
amount of protein, for thi« substance 
builds the muscle, hair, hoofs, 
b o m 
and hide. 
F a t Is not so essential In 
the life of a young animal. 


The Wisconsin 
experiment 
station 
h a s shown that in calf feeding two 
pounds of grain are equivalent to a 
pound 
of 
butterfat, 
and 
Is 
m u c h 
cheaper. 
Calves fed on skim milk m a y 
not be rolling fat, but in the produc- 
tion of dairy animals this Is not neces- 
cary for thrift and vigor. 


The colostrum milk is necessan^ to 
cleanse the calf's digestive tract and 
to stimulate digestion. 
The calf may 
be taken away f r o m Its mother as soon 
as born, providing It Is fed the whole 
milk from Its own mother or It may 
be allowed to run with Its d a m for 
two or three days. 
At the end of two 
weeks gradually substitute skim milk 
until the whole milk is entirely dis- 
placed. 
Nine 
to twelve 
pounds 
of 
whole milk Is sufficient at 
first 
and 
should be fed in several feeds during 
the day. 
This may be increased grrad- 
ually until twenty pounds of skim milk 
Is being fed daily. 


GROWING HORSK RADISH. 


Horse 
radish 
Is commonly 
grown 
f r o m sets and not f r o m seed- 
Some 
claim 
they 
have 
the 
best 
success 
growing it as a second crop a f t e r the 
earlj- cabbage, beets, etc. 
Th© crop 
is dug in the fall, the small roots re- 
moved and cut Into sets four to six 
'inches long. 
The top end is cut square 
and the bottom slanting, so as to m a k e 
no mistake in planting. 
These 
are 
tied in bundles and kept over winter 
in sand. 
In the spring a f t e r the cab- 
bages are set out, a row. of horse rad- 
ish 
is set in 
between 
the 
cabbage 
rows. 
Small holes are made with a 
light crowbar or long stick and 
the 
sets dropped In and covered two or 
three inches deep so that they do not 
come up until July 
first. 


MILK PAILS.

Milk palls should be of such con- 
struction as to enable them to be eas- 
ily cleaned and kept bright.

best accomplished by having the In-

late and m a k e Its removal difficult. 
Th© pails 
should 
have 
the 
seama 
smoothly 
soldered 
and 
should 
be 
heavily 
tinned 
to 
prevent 
rusting. 
They should have a narrow or 'covWed 
top to exclude as much falling dirt as 
possible. 


A handy eauipment for use at hog- 
killing time consists of two 
butcher 
knives, 
two 
"bell" 
or 
candlestick 
•serapers. a meat saw, and a .sharpen- 
ing Pteel. 
The meat saw is for saw- 
ing down the backbone and 
cutting 
up the carcass. The candlestick scrap- 
ers have detachable handles, and are 
used 
to remove 
the hair and 
scurf 
i'rom 
the hog?. 
A long 
waterproof 
apron, which will protect the cloth- 
ing, ci^n be had at a small cost. 


A 24 to 36 hour fast, plenty of wa- 
ter, careful handling, and rest before 
slaughter, are all important in secur- 
ing meat in the best condition 
for 
u.se, either fresh or for curing 
pur- 
poses. 
Food In the stomach 
decom- 
poses 
very 
rapidly 
a f t e r 
slaughter, 
and where the dressing is slow 
the 
gases generated often affect the flavor 
of the meat. 
W a t e r should be given 
freely up to the time of 
slaughter, 
aa it keeps the temperature 
normal. 


It is highly important that the an- 
imals be not excited in any way suf- 
flciently 
to raise the temperature of 
the 
body. 
If 
the 
animal 
becomes 
heated It is better to allow it to rest 
overnight before killing t h a n to risk 
spoiling the meat. 
It is also essen- 
tial that the hog be carefully hand- 
led so as not to bruise its body. 


A barrel is the receptacle common- 
ly used for scalding. 
If it Is set at the 
proper 
slant, 
with 
the 
open 
end 
against a table or platform 
of 
the 
proper height, and the bottom secure- 
ly fastened, there Is little danger of 
accident. 
A strong table built for the 
purpose 
would 
be a verj' 
desirable 


thing on which to work, though it is 
not absolutely nece-ssary. 
A box often 
serves 
very 
well. 
The 
water 
for 
scalding .should be heated to the boil- 
ing point. 
This will allow for a re- 
duction of temperature when the wa- 
ter is put into a cold barrel, the be.st 
temperature for .scalding the hogs be- 
ing from 145 degree.«? to 1,50 degrees. 
Re careful not to have the water po 
hot as to rook the skin oj the hog. 
If the water is too hot the hair is 
likely to set. 
A small shovelful of

hardwood ashes added to the 
water 
aids in removing the scurf f r o m the 
body. 


The hog should not be scalded be- 
fore life is extinct, or the blood ves- 
sels near the surface of the skin will 
be cooked, giving a reddish tinge to 
the carcass. 
While being scalded the 
hog should be moved constantly 
to 
avoid cooking the skin. 


The scraping and cleaning of 
the 
hog's skin should be done as soon as 


I possible after removal of the animal 
from the .scalding vat. 
Scraping 
a 
cold hog is a difficult, if not an im- 
posFible task. 


Oecasionally a. hog i.« killed that Is 
too large to scald in a barrel. 
If it 
is eovereri thickly with 
blankets 
or 
with 
pack.s containing a little 
bran, 
and 
hot 
water 
poured 
over 
it, 
the 
hair 
be loosened readily. 


AVhon the hair starts readily, 
re- 
move the animal from the water, and 
begin 
.«:eraping. 
The 
"bell" 
scraper 
should be used with a long, sweeping 
movement 
over the sides and 
ends 
while the hog is still hot. 
The head 
and feet should be cleaned 
first, 
as 
they 
cool 
quickly. 
Pull 
the 
ears 
through the hands to remove the bulk 
of the hair. 
Grasp with the hands the 
lower portions of the legs and twist 
to assist In cleaning them. 
Use the 
"candlestick" scraper 
for 
removing 
the skin and scurf f r o m the flat sur- 
faces and as much as possible f r o m 
the other parts, and finish the clean- 
ing of the entire carcass, 
removing 
all hair, scurf, and 
dirt by 
rinsing 
with hot water and shaving with the 
large knife. 


Cut the skin on the side of the ten- 
dons, below the hock to expose 
the 
tendons, so that a gambrel stick may 
be inserted. 
The next step is to hang 
the hog by his hind legs by means of 
the gambrel stick high ejiough so that 
his head 
clears the ground. • Wash 
down with hot water, shave over any 
unfinished patches and wash the en- 
tire carcass again to remove all loose 
hair and scurf. 


UNCOMFORTABLE COWS NOT PROFTTABLE 


ASHKS AS A FERTIIilZER. 


The f a r m e r who burns 
wood 
for 
heating and cooking should carefully 
store the ashes and not permit them 
to leach, as they have a peculiar fer- 
tilising value. 
They not only contain 
potash and phosphoric acid In appre- 
ciable amounts, but also contain mag- 
nesia and lime, and when applied to 
the land they also act indirectly 
to 
increase the available nitrogen content 
of organic m a t t e r In the soil. 


Ordinary house ashes contain on 
the average about 8 or 9 per cent of 
potash and 2 per cent of phosphoric 
acid. 
Investigators have considered 
that there Is enough potash and phos- 
phoric acl^ in a bushel of ashes to 
make It worth 20 or 25 cents. 
Besides 
that, some 10 or 16 cents additional 
might be allowed 
for the 
"alkali 
power" of the ashes. 
This power Is 
that which enables ashes to rot weeds 
and to terment peat. The potash con- 
tent of ashes will be lost if they are 
permitted to leach, and care should 
be taken to store them In a dry place.

W h e n timber Is cut Is 
the time of all times to apply forestry. 
The way in which the cutting Is done 
will determine w h a t the 
subsequent 
condition of the woodlot will be- 


There Is a difference between farm 
woodland and the farm woodlot. Farm 
woodland Is farm land which l^as not 
yet been cleared. 
Farm woodlot Is a 
term which might beat. be used to 
mean a part of a farm permanently 
devoted to timber production, under 
a sound plan of farm management. 
The size and the location of the wood- 
lot will depend upon various' con- 
siderations, of which tha most im- 
portant are the home needs of the 
farm, the character of the land, and 
the present and prospective market 
for material from the woodlot.

Good stable management is an Im- 
portant 
factor

The first essential Is that the 
cows be comfortable, because a cow 
kept otherwise can never do her best. 


She must have a comfortable place 
to 
lie 
down, 
stand 
up, 
move 
and 
.stretch her limbs and lick herself all 
over the body. 
She must have sun- 
.•«hine and plenty of light. 
She must 
have 
pure air to breathe, and 
this 
means that the stable mu.st be pro- 
vided 
with some sj'Stem of 
ventila- 
tion to give a frequent change of air. 


This need not be expensive, only a 
little forethought and a few dollars' 
worth 
of 
material 
and 
labor. 
She 
must have good pure water at least 
twice a day, or better still, have an 
automatic 
water 
basin 
at 
her 
side- 


The stable should be cleaned dally, 
and be thoroughly disinfected. 
The 
celling, floor and sides should be all 
smooth, and of concrete construction, 
and the fixtures largely iron. 
It is not 
expensive, and they are sanitary and 
permanent. 


Large, smooth concrete mangers for 
feeding are about the best we know 
of 
today. 
Judgment 
and 
common 
sense must be exercised in the meth- 
ods of feeding and handling the cows. 
Fixed rules in feeding are not prac- 
tical. 


Overfeeding 
is 
wasteful; 
under- 
feeding is unprofitable. The cows must 
be well nourished at all times, but if 
given more than they need for^ main- 
tenance and 
production, they 
waste 
it as a rule. 
* 


Never stir up dust or foul odors at 
milking time. 
If you do, a lot of It 
is sure to get into the milk. 


W h e t h e r to feed the cows just be- 
fore milking is a much debated ques- 


tion. 
It Is not at all dangerous t« 
feed them a little erraln, provided yoi| 
stir up no dust or disagreeable oders^ 
As a rule, the cows will give down 
their milk more freely when t h ^ hAva 
contented minds, and a little of tha 
right kind of feed goes a long

and labor at their m a r k e t value.

39 states still provide quail shooting.

Limits were established f o r the 
first 
time In Arkansas and New Hampshire, 
reduced 'n Iowa f r o m 25 to 15 per 
day, in Oklahoma f r o m 25 to 10. In

from 
15 to 10, and

creasecl in Nevada from 15 to 20. All

14 of the states which

What Year May Bring. 


Here are the predictions of what will 
happen: 


Democrats—Former Secretary of State 
William J. Bryan will split the demo- 
cartic party on the preparedness issue 
and either become a candidate for the 
democratic nomination 
against Presi- 
dent Wilson or lead a bolt from the 
pavt,v as an independent candidate after 
the convention. 


Kepublicans—The 
republican 
party 
will succeed only partly in healing the 
breach of 1912. and the fight betweea 
the standpat and progressive factions 
will be carried into the election cam- 
paign. 


Progressives—What is left 'of the pro- 
gressive party will split on the question 
of

and

Roosevelt to repudiate the political or- 
ganization he foimded. 


Defense Splits New Party. 


That there is a scheme of no mean 
proportions developing in the progres- 
sive party has been the gossip among 
the politicians 
here 
for a fortnight. 
Roosevelt has divided what remains of 
his folloAving of 1912

ments in favor of a big army and navy 
—big enough to cope with the strongest 
foreign adversary. 


It is regarded as noteworthy that the

It would not surprise the politicians 
here if Mr. Bryan were to take advant- 
age of the existing political chaos to 
make another try for the presidency. 


The problem of bringing the republi- 
cans and progressives together in sup- 
port of a republican candidate for the 
presidency, upon which republican and 
some progressive leaders are laboring, 
is not one bit greater than the proble^m 
of holding the factions of the demo- 
cratic party together for the re-election 
of Woodrow Wilson. 
' 


A situation is developing in which 
Mr. Bryan is the central figure, which 
suggests the possibility that there may 
be a third ticket in the next campaign, 
even if the republicans and progressives 
agree upon a candidate, and that this 
third ticket Avill be as deliberately hos- 
tile to President Wilson as the pro- 
gressive movement was hostile to Pres- 
ident Taft in 1912.

est in individuals who profess that kind 
of morality and T do not know the ex- 
.tent to which they praclically apply it. 
But, of course, if they aro right in the 
theory, then it is wrong for a m:m to 
endeavor by force tc save bis children 
from abduction and torture.

in honesty in politics as well as honesty in business, and if I cannot 
be fairly elected and go into ofticc free to discharge my duty as I 
t>ec it, wearing no man's collar, and if 1 cannot untcr lite office in this 
way, J do not care to be your governor." 


Mr. Adair's expression is both timely and excellent, and his 


enunciation constitutes a personal platform that does him credit and 
is likely to win him popular fabor. That there lias developed some 
opposition to Mr. Adair within the ranks of his own party has been 
made plainly evident during the past few weeks by the reputed con- 
ferences of what have been termed "independent'' democrats and 
their efforts to bring out other candidates. Mr. Adair has been criti- 
cized as a "trimmer," who sought to evade definite expression on 
certain issues just now much before the people. Among them are 
•the questions of prohibition, woman suffrage, and constitutional re- 
vision for Indiana.

TRIAL IN AUBURN 


Gandy and Ort Suinf Valerius J. Brown 


Estate for |io,ooo on Notes That 


Are All**«4 to Be Raised. 


Auburn, Ind., Dee. 29.—Much interest 


attacheR to the trial of the suit of Elmer 
K. Gandy and Sanford Ort, of Churn- 
busco, vs. William F. McNagny, of Co- 
lumbia Citj-, executor of tho e«tat« of 
tho late Valoriua J. Brown, a former 
wealthy capitalist and manufacturer of 
CburubuBco, for the collection of two 
notes of .$10,000 each. The cage was 
brought hern on change of venue from 
Whitlcy county and Is on trial before 
Judge Dan M. Link, of the DeKalb cir- 
cuit court. The defendant is represented 
by Judge I* W. Royce, of Warsaw; 
Judge J. H. Ro«c, of Fort Waynej B. J. 
Woom'ajid Phil McNagny, of Columbia 
City, and Attorney P. V. Huffman, of 
Auburn, while the plaintiff i» represent- 
ed by Gates A Wliitcleather, of Colum- 
bia City; Brccn & Morris, of Fort 
Wayne, and Attorney Atkinson, of Au- 
burn. The suit i.i for the collection of 
two notes, for $10,000 each, which were 
issued on September 26, 1912, one being 
made payable to Mr. Gandy ann the 
other being made payable to Mr. Ort. 
One was to run for six months and the 
other for one year, and they were wade 
to secure loans made to Mr. Brown at 
that time. Valorriua Brown died Jan- 
25, 1913, and one of the notes came duo 
shortly afterwards. Mr. McNagny paid 
$1,000 OH account before he had seen the 
notes and then he asked to Bee the notes. 
He subsequently refused to pay thorn, 
on the ground, so it is alleged, that they 
had been raised from $1,000 to $10,000 
each. Mr. Ort and Mr. Gandy accord- 
ingly brought suit for collection. The 
case was set for hearing in the Whitley 
circuit court on. two occasions but was 
postponed each time and later a change 
of vemis was taken to the DeKalb coun- 
ty court. The notes have been submit- 
ted to handwriting experts in New York,

Incensed by what they consider the 


unfair criticism offered by an anony- 
mous contributor in an evening paper, 
Tuesday, whose author found fauit with

furnish as many as 100 men if so many 
were required.

But her efforts 


were In vain. 
The earth appeared to have 


opened and swallowed the child. Not a trace 
of him has been found, .since he vanished In the 
Union Station. 


Time and again Mrs. SUvennan'g hopes were 


raised by reports of the JUndlng of her son. but 
her joy was shorO-llvod. a* the reports proved 
groundless.

To add to her worries, another son, Abra- 


ham, suffered a nervous breakdown, as a re- 
sult of the strain.

For days after thn boy'a disappearance the 


mother ate hardly enough to keep body and 
seul together. 
Day after day, with heavy 


heart, she stood In tho little store selling dry 
good* and seeking to solve the mystery. The 
•sere mention of the boys name bring* teen 
to her eyes. 
There are other chidlren, but 


Jacob was the youngest. 


' At night she slept little, her net being Inter- 
rupted by dreams of hsr missing boy, who had 
slept by her side since he was a baby. Until 
Us disappearance he had not spent a night 
ftway from her In his life. 


As the days rolled by with no wort from the 


toy, the mother gradually gave up hope of 
fewer seeing htm again. 
Long since she hoe

She Is convinced that they 
Were Impostors who hoped to obtain money 
from her on the pretext that they would re- 
turn her son, while In reality they did not know 
his whereabouts.

Blnce that Saturday afternoon In the summer 
when he left home to play with other boys In 
Ihe neighborhood not a, trace of him has been 
lound. 


Mrs. Sllverman's store la only a block from 


th« Union Station, and It was In the station 
;tuvt her son was seen last by one of his play- 
•natos. His chum asked him what he was do- 
.ng at tho station, and Jacob replied that hs 
wns waiting for a man who had promised to 
give him a dollar to go to Valley Park to get 
some pigeons. 


From this fact the family has reached the 


conclusion that Jacob was lured away by some 
one who knew him and knew his love for 
pigeons.

hod made a deposit for his mother In the Union 
Station Bank the day he disappeared. 


The boy Just had graduated from grammar 


school the summer he disappeared and had 
made elaborate plans for entering Central 
High School, which was late In opening that 
year on account of repairs that were being 


he had gone. She learned from one of them 
that he had been seen last In tho Union Station. 


It was midnight when she reported tlie matter 


to ths police, but they were unable to trace 
the missing child.

ceived a letter signed Ben, the postmark ot 
which showed that It had been mailed at tho 
Central Post Office. 


The writer said that he had her boy and 


demanded $1500 for his return. He instructed 
the mother* to have tho money in tho store 
wrapped as if It were a bundle of underwear. 
He said he would call for the money and Jacob 
would be returned three hours later. 


Thinking only of her hoy, tho mother rarcd 


lit lie for catching the kidnaper. She obtained 
the money and followed the directions given rn 
the letter, letting the writer know by a per- 
sonal In Iho newspapers that the arrangements 
were satisfactory. But the writer never called. 


Later she received another letter saying thai 


tlie writer feared to call for tlie money as there 
were too many police and detectives around. 
As a matter of fact Mrs. Silverman had told 
the police nothing of the arrangement. In tho 
meantime, by means of personals In the news- 
papers she had demanded that those who were 
holding her son send her a sample of his hand- 
writing as proof that they really had her boy.

One boy wns arrested in Arlsona, as his de- 


scription answered the description ef ths Sll- 
verman boy. He had been to Sanx Francisco 
and was going East, stealing rides on freight 
trains. 
Ho promptly admitted that he was 


Jacob Sllverman, hoping that he would be given 
freo transportation as far as St. Louis.

soon developed that he was not the boy sought. 


Another boy was arrested In Southport. N. C. 


The police there were positive that they had 
the Sllverman boy, but they were mistaken. 


Then Mrs. Sllverman received a report that 


her boy had been seen in many small towns In

reported to be traveling with an ex-convict.

"Kd Williamson, our old shortstop,

Bright's disease of t'ie kidney, and can 
t-cr. are the enemies of middle life and 
old age. 
Tt is well known that cancer is 


li'-avily on the increase, but not so well 
known that the deatii rate from dis- 
eases of the heart, blood vessels and 
kidneys has practically doubled in this 
country during the past thirty years, 
tthile in Great Rritain there has ac- 
tually been a slightly reduced mortality 
from these causes. 


Tn 1013. between the age* of 30 to BO. 


there were 85.000 deaths in the United 
Mates registration area, from these do- 
generative affections, exclusive of cancer. 


This means that for the country at 


large there is an annual loss of more 
tlinn 130.000 citizens in the prime of 
life. 


That most of these deaths were pro- 


mature and that HO per cent, of them 
could have been postponed many ycare 


by early warning and guidance is a 
conservativn estimate. 


Against this class of diseases, modern 


science has as yet wag«d no systematic 
and persistent warfare.

in the infectious and epidemic maladies.

TEETH AND HEALTH 


Tf propb; would really keep their 


teeth clean and have them examined 
regularly by a dentist twice a year then 
they would have little trouble from 
their teeth. But most people only keep 
their teeth half clean and won't go to a 
dentist until toothache drives them and 
so their teeth decay and although moit 
people don't realize this their general 
health in seriously impaired. 


The most serious result of neglect of 


one's teeth is a disease called pyorrhoea 
—which causes tho teeth to become 
loosened from tho gums, which are In- 
flamed and sore. Unless treated In time 
people suffering from this dieeatfe refill 
lose, thrir teeth entirely. 


People afflicted with this disease aim 


suffer from stomach trouble, for tielr 
gumg and teeth are so eore that 
to 


chew the food well is practically im- 
possible. Added to this the system la 
apt to bo more or less poisoned by th* 
discharges from the inflamed gnaM. 


By having the teeth examined ft»- 


qncntly the dentist can detect algm of 
pyorrhoea in. time to treat th« t«eth 
nnd gums nnd to check the dtaeam, but 
where pyorrhoea is allowed to go ne- 
glected until it lias reached an ad- 
vanced stage then it is curable only by 
tho exercise of much fortitude and pa- 
tience.

i The "Stitch In Time" 


Plan to Repair All of the Buildings, 
Machinery, and Equipment Dur- 


ing the Winter Months. 


So long as good "weather continue* 


to -h* fall most farmers are so busy 
with, threshing, corn and potato har- 
vest, fall seeding-, hauling, etc., that 
less important work is usually post- 
poned until winter. However, the ex- 
ercise of a little thought and the ex- 
penditure of a very f"n" minutes at 
this season will often save not only 
hours but days later on when the 
weather and roads get bad and out- 
door work is impossible. 


Then -the odd jobs of overhauling 


the farm equipment, repairing:, paint- 
ing, etc.. which have been put off 
until a slack season. will require at- 
tention: but all too often the neces- 
sary materials will not be on hand, 
and the work will be delayed until it 
)• possible to make a trip to town, 
and not Infrequently it remains un- 
done until the busy season the follow- 
ing year, when necessity demands It. 


A list ahould be made of the things 


that will be wanted for this work. It 
will only take a few minutes to Jot 
them down as they are brought to 
mind, and then on the next trip to 
town they may be bought and set 
acid* BO they will b« ready when want- 
ad. The condition of the different ma- 
chine* which will, or should be, over- 
hau'ed, should b» noted, and the parts 
which will need to be replaced pur- 
chamd. Then there are the odd jobs 
of repairing buildings, fences, gates. 
etc., which will require lumber and 
nail*. There is no need to make an

THE GROWING APPREaATION OF THE VALUE OF BUR CLOVER 


Bur Clover Adds Nitrogen and Humus to the Soil—Is a Good Forage and Winter Cover Crop for the South Especially. 


By C. PIPER AND R. MvKEE. 


Bur clovers are valuable agricul- 


turally 5n those states where the win- 
ters are mild enough for them to with- 
stand them. 
Tn ihe. United States 


this embraces the cotton growing area 
of the south and all of the Pacific 
coast west of the Cascade and Sierra 
Nevada mountain ranges. 


The value of bur clover as a forage 


crop is becoming more appreciated in 
sections where the winters aro mild, 
according to a. new bulletin issued 
recently. 
Each year It can be de- 


pended upon to add humus and ni- 
trogen to the soil without sacrificing 
the regular summer crop of the farm. 
In the South it is tb« cheapest legume 
that serves aa a winter cover crop, 
preventing the washing of tho soil. 
In addition to its value for this pur- 
pose. It furnishes some pasturage and 
Improves the soil. By tho use of bur 
clover alone, many instances are re- 
ported where the cotton crop has been 
materially increased each season. One 
of th* advantages of bur clover over 
most other lepumes is the fact that 
good stands can often bs obtained 
from year to year without additional 
seeding. On pasture lands when once 
established bur clover will reseed it- 
self Indefinitely. 


The spotted or southern bur clover 


is the variety best adapted to condi- 
tions In the South and gives satisfac- 
tory results In South Carolina. Ala- 
bama. Georgia. Mississippi. Louisiana. 
and sections of Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Florida, Texas, Arkansas, and 
Oklahoma. 


Bur clover should always be sown 


in late summer or fall. 
In the cot- 


ton states thc best time for needing 
is the month of September, but it may 
be seeded in August, and seeding* us 
late as December often ?lve favorable 
results, even as far north rux South 
Carolina.

Damage By White Anti 


Oak Parquet Flooring Honeycombed 


by the Insects—How Attacks 


May be Prevented. 


A typical case of the serious dam-. 


age. worked by white ants tr»m *«. 
cently reported In a tailoring estab. 
lishment In Washington, D. C. A par- 
quet flooring was found each year to 
b» honeycombed to such an extent 
as to necessltata the repair of th* 
damaged sections, at considerable «T- 
pense. 
Kxamination by a specialist 


showed that about one-half of th* 
flooring was invaded. Thl« wa* tak«n 
up and It was found that the oak par- 
quet floor had been laid over a yellow 
pine subfloor (separated by building 
paper), ths latter directly on y*llow 
pine "stringere" set on concrete laid 
on the ground, and the spaces b«twe»tt 
the stringers 
filled 
with concrct*. 


leaving no air space between ground 
and flooring. Although the space be- 
tween the flooring wa» thus completely 
filled up, the termites managed to pen- 
etrate It, probably through crack* In 
the concrete, near the pine stringer*, 
which were found damp and decayed. 
The pine and oak flooring as well a* 
the baseboards were found honey- 
combed. 
A large colony, consisting 


of approximately 10.000 memb«rs.wa» 
located in the flooring and the earth 
beneath It. 


As the infested floor was taken up, 


the insects exposed were killed by 
"drenching with kerosene oil. The con- 
crete had to be dug out. the decayed 
stringers 
removed, 
and 
the earth 


soaked 
with kerosene In order to 


reach the colony and insure Its ex- 
tirpation. The infested wood was r*- 
rnovcd to be burned, because previous 
experience has shown that drenching 
Infested wood with kerosene does not 
kill all the termite* in It.

(ation. yellow pino stringers impreg- 
nated with coal-tar creosote, demon-. 
Ftrate.l tu be Iho most effet-ttve ami 
lasting preventive against tprmlt* at- 
tack, were obtained (nt a cost of nboul 
$100.

The laterals were placed about 
70 feet apart, and were not l.ild In 
regular order, but more In the order 
of what is sometimes called thn "nat- 
ural" system of tiling. The depth var- 
ied from 1.8 feet to 3.5 feet. 


On this land a four year rotation 


was established as follows: 
Clover, 


ono year; 
mixed hay. one year; cul- 


tivated crops, one year: 
a.nd small 


grain seeded to clover, one. year. 
The 


results showed an Increase In 
all 


crops. The greatest increase, however, 
being shown In the cultivated crops. 
The average value of increase for the 
cultivated oropa was 114.07. and for 
the grain crops $2.Si. 


For raising truck crops on land 


near a city It Is especially desirabla 
to tllc. This \vlll apply to such crops 
as potatoes, sweet corn, cabbage, rut- 
abages. strawberries and the like. 
Whero potatoes are raised, more than 
half the cost of the tllir.s will be re- 
covered In one season.

At the end of two 
weeks gradually substitute skim milk 
Until the whole milk Is entirely dis- 
placed.

late and make its removal difficult.

ASHKS AS A FERTILIZER. 


The farmer who burns wood for 


lieatlng anil rooking should rn.refully 
store the ashes and not permit them 
to learh, ns they have a peculiar fer- 
tilizing value. The,y not. only contain 
potash and phosphoric add in appre- 
ciable amounts, but also contain mag- 
nesia and lime, and when applied to 
th« land they also act indirectly to 
increase the available nitrogen content 
of organic matter In the soil. 


Ordinary house ashes contain on 


the average about 8 or 9 per cent of 
potash and 2 per cent of phosphoric 
acid. 
Investigators have considered 


that there Is enough potash and phos- 
phoric acid In a bushel of ashos to 
make It worth 20 or 25 cents. Besides 
that, some 10 or 15 cents additional 
might be allowed 
for the 
"alkali 


power" of the ashes. This power Is 
that which enables ashes to rot weeds 
and to ferment peat. The potash con- 
tent of ashes will Me lost If they are 
permitted to leach, and care should 
be taken to store them in a dry place.

There is a difference between farm 


woodland and the farm woodlot. Farm 
woodland 1s farm land which has not 
yet been cleared. Farm woodlot Is a 
term which might best be used to 
mean a part of a farm permanently 
devoted to timber production, under 
a sound plan of farm management. 
The size and the location of the wood- 
lot will depend upon various con- 
siderations, of which th» most Im- 
portant are the home needs of the 
farm, tho character of the land, and 
the present and prospective market 
for material from the woodlot.

Tho stable should bo cleaned dally, 


and bo thoroughly disinfected. 
The 


ceiling, floor and sides should be all 
smooth, and of concrete construction, 
and th* fixtures largely iron. It Is not 
expensive, and they are sanitary and 
permanent. 


Large, smooth concrete mangers for 


feeding are about the best we know 
of today. 
Judgment 
and common 


sense must bo exercised in the meth- 
ods of feeding and handling tho cows. 
Fixed rules In feeding are not prac- 
tical. 


Overfeeding is wasteful; 
under- 


feeding is unprofitable. The cows must 
be well nourished at all times, but If 
given more than they need for main- 
tenance, and production, they waste 
it as a rule. 


Never stir up dust or foul odors at 


milking time. 
If you do. a lot of it 


Is sure to get into the milk. 


Whether to feed the cows just lie- 


fore milking is a much debated ques- 


tion. 
It Is not at all dangnw t* 


feed them a HttU grain, provided yo<( 
stir up no du»t or dls»cree»bU od*r*> 


As a rule, the cow* will gtrm down 


their milk more freely when th«y h«v» 
contented mlnde. and • llttl* of th« 
right kind of fMd COM a long wm» 
toward bringing about this contmtem 


state of mind. Never clean the M*. 
blcs just before milking, for It will 
stir up a tenfold worse odor than any 
feed tho cows will eat.
